Sports Find 


Real Friend 
In Pope Pius

Rome, Sept. 6— The world of 
sports found a stounch friend to- 
day in Pope Pius XI!, who granted 
touring American sports writers an 
audience and urged them to stress 
the need for athletics in the post- 
war commonwealth of nations.

In their Pastoral the Bishops deplored ‘“‘the terrible things perpetrated even before 


the war in Germany itself, and during the war by Germans in the occupied countries.” 
Close as were some of the Concentration Camps to their Episcopal Sees, the Bishops 
were unaware of the horrors committed in them. Some of the Bishops had been exiled from 
their Sees and others were kept virtually prisoners in their homes by the Gestapo. 
The Bishops exhorted the German people to make reparation for such brutality by the 
practice of charity which, they declared, the Nazi regime sought to replace by brutal force 


and violence. 


“Today,” they wrote, “we face the terrifying results of these appeals to force. 


But 


in the midst of our present almost boundless misery we need charity especially . . ..No mat- 


ter how great the misery that has come to us we will be stronger in faith and in charity.”

of the Allies.” 


Demand For Justice 


Just as previously he condemned 
injustices committed by Germany’s 
rulers, the Bishop said, he would 
demand that the principles of jus- 
tice guide those who “now have 
power in Germany.” 


Inviting his people to ask God’s 
forgiveness and to do penance, 
bearing patiently the consequences 
of the war, the Bishop then. added 
the following statement of policy: 


“Two years ago I protested pub- 
licly against the violation of the 
Divine order and the denial of jus- 
tice and charity which was then 
promoted by the chieftains of our 
people. At that time it was said 
that the whole German people were 
filled with hatred for our opponents 


in war, demanding only vengeance | 
and retribution for the damages

I met a group of Sisters in a 
town. A Community of Benedic- 
tine Sisters who went thru the 
ravages of war, with its attend- 
ing miseries and privations. Eight 
of them comprise the little flock 
which counteracts the religious 
indifferentism one meets. 

These nuns have the courage 
which endears womanhood to 
fame and illumines the whole 
sector with faith, devotion and 
love for God and souls. 

Jt is difficult to repeat their 
story and adequately picture 
their heroism. I was astonished 


charity they extended to less fqr- 
tunate ones was soon confiscated 
by impoverished Japanese troops 
and greedy officers, Their live- 
stock fell in the same class. How- 
ever, thru some unknown gener- 
osity they were permitted to keep 
some of their fowl, goats and 
pigs. 

Soon the American fury was 
felt and evacuation became im- 
perative. The Mother Superior 
summoned her group together, 
and appointed four volunteers to 
hurry to the mountains and pre- 
pare a place for them. They de- 
parted. Tracer bullets zoomed 


thru the air and the remaining 
nuns became alarmed. The great- 
est concern was the Blessed 
Sacrament reserved in their Con- 
vent Chapel and in the village 
Church. 


NUN CARRIES HOST 


The Mother Superior rose to 
the occasion and distributed the 
Sacred particles resting in the 
Convent Tabernacle to her Sis- 
ters. Then, she set out for the 
village Church. She found the 
pastor had been killed and so she 
reached into the Tabernacle care- 
fully and reverently extracted 
the Ciborium and with her Sis- 
ters at midnight cr soon before, 
began their journey to the moun- 
tain hide-out. In procession 
they walked—one Sister carry- 
ing our Divine Lord and the rest 
loaded with foodstuffs and live- 
stock. One sister.carried the or- 
gan, (a small portable one) on 
her head. 

As they walked it was one of 
the grandest Corpus Christi pro- 
cessions on record. Shells burst 
thru the air—calling the battle 
area to attention, flares lighted 
the path of the Sacramental 
King. Those who fired the guns 
never knew that Christ was es- 
caping from the town they were 
destroying. As they moved, al-

though bullets whizzed thru the 
air and shrapnel cut the atmo- 
sphere, the Mother Superior, in 
an audible tone said: O Sacra- 
ment Most Holy, ete.. and the 
Sisters answered All Praise and 
all Thanksgiving, etc. 

People dogged. their steps. 
Some fell by the stunning and 
death-dealing blows of live am- 
munition, but the procession 
moved on. They knew not where 
their steps would lead them but 
thru the night they moved away 
from danger into temporary 
safety. Our Lord guided. their 
steps and they landed right in 
the space prepared for them.

2) “The Church teaches that ihe 
State, within the sphere of the ac- 
tion and exercise of its mission, 
possesses a sovereign authority. 
The Church demands that this au- 
thority of the State be fully rec- 
ognized and obeyed; thus submis- 
sion to such constituted powers is 


‘a moral virtue deriving from jus- 
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3) “The Church intends to re- 
spect the authority of the State in 
the exercise of its function and 
interdicting all interference in the 
field of politics ... (by) all the 
visible and hidden forces which tend 
to serve a coalition of special in- 
terests.. 

4) “The Church ardently desires 
to put an end to the religious dif- 
ferences which have too long di- 
vided the country. The Church and 
civil society are two distinct so- 
cieties, each independent in its own 
field, but order and social peace 
demand a harmonious agreement 
between them...” 

5) “The State can count on the 
disinterested support of the Church 
fer a leyal collaboration in the ser- 
vice of civil society outside .and 
above all political parties, but only 
through the normal] use of spiritual 
means. This means that the State 
must respect the independence of 
the Church and not interfere with 
the possibility of carrying out ef- 
ficaciously its spiritual and social 
mission.” 

Dr. Harold E. Fey, Field Editor 
and Associate Editor of the Chris- 
tian Century, on whose eight arti- 
cles bearing the caption Can Ca- 
tholicism Win America?, we have 
commented, recently addressing a 
conference of Congregational Chris- 
tian Churches of the Cincinnati 
area, pointed out a greater danger 
to America than the scarecrow 
danger on which he elaborated in 
his eight articles for the Christian 
Century.

War And Peace 

“We beseech God,” the Primate 
prays, “that the blaze of a new 
civil war is not being kindled in 
Spain now at the advent of peace 
for the world. 

“Every war is tragic, the Pastoral 
continues, and to civil as well as 
international wars the principle 
must be applied that war is just 
only when it is necessary, and that 
it is necessary only when it leads 
to the re-establishment of order, 
justice and right, whether within a 
State or in the international order. 

“No one loves peace more than 
the Catholic Church,” the Arch- 
bishop continues, “but she does not 
fall into the error of some who 
condemn all war as unjust; and 
her great Doctors, St. Augustine 
and St. Thomas, taught that wars 
are leit when necessary for the 
defense and re-establishment of 
the right.”

Produced Numerous 
Wartime Products 


Cincinnati, Sept. 10 — (NC)— 
The part played during the war 
by Sperti, Inc., an affiliate of the 
Institutum Divi Thomae here, 1s 
revealed in an article in the Cm- 
cinnati Enquirer by John F. Cro- 
nin. The author tells how the 
company was formed “to make 
available to the public the scien- 
tifie discoveries of the Institutum 
Divi Thomae, the renowned insti- 
tution under the direction of Dr. 
George Speri Sperti.” 

It is recalled that when the In- 
stitutum was founded ten years 
ago, the Most Rev. John T. Mc- 
Nicholas, O.P., Archbishop of Cin- 
cinnati, and Dr. Sperti agreed that 
it was necessarv to have a section 
of applied science. They felt that 
laboratory models could be made 
and either sold or put into a com- 
pany that would regard Institu- 
tum as its scientific division. 


“The company’s war record,” 
Mr. Cronin writes, “included the 
‘electric brain,” an instrument in- 
stalled in target planes which fly 
without pilots; an intricate as- _ 
trocompass, which permitted true 
aircraft navigation without re- 
liance on any mechanical instru- 
ment on the ship, since such in- 
struments could not be used wiien 
flying “over enemy territory; an 
astrocompass permitting true alr- 
craft navigation in relation to a 
star, a device particularly useful 
over enemy territory when elec- 
trical beams were not used because 
of easy detection by the enemy, 
and a projector control release 
for the firing of rockets from air- 
craft.” 


The author mentions numerous 
other wartime products of Sperti, 
Inc., one of which was the Azimuth 
position indicator, used by turret 
gunners of Flying Fortresses. 


“Continued intensive research 
by the Institutum Divi Thomae,” 
Mr. Cronin states, “is opening new 
fields for eventual development of 
products and processes for better 
living. Some of thése are immi- 
nent, others will require greater 
research. But the rapidity with 
which scientific discoveries are 
made available to the public is 
due largely to the existence of a 
commercial manufacturing busi- 
ness closely related to science and 
yet fully equipped to produce and 
market new products as thty are 
developed. This is Sperti, Ine., 
which appears to be on the thr 
hold of extensive growth.” 


A recent report ef the Institu- 
tum states that studies in the 
field of cancer and clinical findings 
are the major interest of Dr. Speri 
and his associates, and that it is 
planned to publish a series of pa- 
pers on these researches. 

Born in Covington, Ky., in 1900 
Dr. Sperti was named a member 
of the Pontifical Academy of Sci-

Fifteen Scholarships 
To Be Awarded By 
Notre Dame University 


Notre Dame, Ind., Sept. 11—Five 
scholarships 
and ten tuitional scholarships will 
be awarded by the University of 
Notre Dame before the beginning 
of the winter term which starts on 
November 5. 

These awards, known as _ the 
JAMES A. BURNS MEMORIAL 
SCHOLARSHIPS, are exclusively 
for entering freshmen students. 
From funds made available by 
Notre Dame alumni, they are open 
to high school graduates of super- 
ior scholastic ability who have a 
real need of financial assistance. 
The five residential-tutional scho- 
larships bring $500 per term; the 
tuitional scholarships are in the 
amount of $200. The tenure is for 
two terms—that is, for the full 
freshman year. 

The University Committee on 
Scholarships will make its selec- 
tions of candidates on the basis of 
validated records of scholastic 
achievement in high school and the 
candidate’s evident financial need. 
This present selection of candidates 
will be made by the Committee 
without requiring the applicants to 
take the regular examination by 
the College Entrance Examination 
Board in order to allow the chosen 
students to enter in November. 

The high school graduate 
who wishes to become a candidate 
for these scholarships should write 
a letter of application to the Chair- 
man, Committee on Scholarships, 
University of Notre Dame, Notre 
Dame, Indiana, giving the name of 
the high school from which he was 
graduated and the names of two 
persons from whom the University 
may request testimonials—one 0 
these, preferably, should be_ his 
pastor. Letters should reach Notre 
Dame on or before September 24, 
in order to allow the university 
time to obtain official high school 
records.
